This 500-foot long tributary channcl of Tannehill Branch Creek is incised, degraded, and impacts eight
properties. One home and the MLK culvert are structurally threatened. The structurally-threatened home
has recently been demolished. This work includes the installation of gabion basket footings, construction
of a large natural boulder channel lining, re-construction of a concrete drop structure, new rock riprap,
rock riffles, and crosion/sediment control, re-vegetation, and a chain link fence.

The contract allows 90 calendar days for substantial completion of this project followed by 45 calendar
days for final completion to allow for adequate re-vegetation growth.
